These distinguished individuals 
be unkind to say silly taiaybodics—might 
be allowed to pour out thoir alarms without 
comment, were it not for the fact that by 
invoking the aime of sanitary acionce they 
contrive to don good deal of harm, .

Physiology tells us hardly anything about :

‘QOdorifernas particles impinging. on the 
terminal filaments. of the olfactory. norves,’ 
etc., isa clumay way of saying that when 
there ina smell we recognizeit by the nose. 
What the ‘odoriferous: particles ure, or 
whether they aro particles at-all, we.do not 
know. But we do know sumothing about 
the causation ‘of disease, and among other 
things, that, the actual- poisons ofthe niost 
rdreaded: diseases do not make. themoelves 
known through the sense of smel]. Murbi- 
ferous particles are, in-sbort, not odo 
ferous onca. So far from this, thore 
often an antagoniem between thom ; 
Intter vat the furmor up, eo to speak.” “Kor 
many of the processes which give rise tot 
most. offensive odcurs—thoso of putrefac- 
tion, for, instance—result in destroying the 
disease gern; aud such processes, though. 
uupleasant, to us, are really sanitary in their 
natare. It would be too much toaay that bad 
amells in general imply. the absence of dis- 
ease, but. they certainly do not imply-its 
presence. . ‘ihe two have, no doubt, been 
mixed up io the public mind. through the 
connection of both with drains, es {hus :— 
Some drains cause unplessant smells’; some 
drains cause illness; therefora'all-unpleasant. 
smells cause iliness. The logic is not good; 
but it suffices for the enthusiastic amateur 
in sanitation... Some go futther, and draw. 
another conclusion—-to wit, that all. ‘un- 
leasant emells.arc cauged by drains.. This 
is the cass with the man who insists on 
having his ‘neighbour’s- houso cverhauled 
by the sanilary inspectur, ta ‘the: great: 
annoyance of the neighbour,’ because there 
-is & disagreeable smell -in his: own, which 
proves eventually to emanate from a doad 
mouse ‘behind the wainscot, It is uselesa 
to argue with fanatics ;, but sénsible persons 
may be reminded that nuisances are not 
slways.dangers ; that open-air smells matter 
the least of any ; that offensive sewer ox. 
balations indicate the:need for more rather. 
then fewer: gratings, and. that the real 
gers connected with drains ara wholly 
or partially incdorous.—St, Jame's Budget.
